St. Pall I, April 22—The Minnesota 
legislature completed its 1909 session 
in the wee hours this morning after 
a hard day and night. 
It was a steady 
grind from early yesterday morning 
until the adjournment, but both houses 
were reasonably free from the disor­ 
der and rough house which often pre­ 
vails during the closing hours of a 
legislature. 
The house broke up in a 
row over a little bill by Senator II. 
E. Hanson, providing for the exam ina­ 
tion of the books of the state fair 
management by the public examiner 
instead of the present special board 
of audit. 
The house adjourned with the H an­ 
son bill unpassed, and with it about 
a score of senate bills which were on 
the special order and might have been 
passed if the house had continued to 
work. 
None was of great importance, 
however.^ 
The senate killed the club bill. 
Up 
to the vote upon the final passage it 
looked as though the bill would pass, 
and the crowd of friends of the bill 
who 
jammed 
the 
senate 
chamber 
watched the vigorous efforts of the 
opposition with the greatest interest. 
The vote was 26 for and 33 against. 
The house passed the Allen bill 


adding 
$350,000 
to 
the 
university 
campus extension fund. 
Governor Johnson has signed the 
teachers’ pension bill. 
He also signed 
the kidnapping bill, making the maxi­ 
mum penalty for the crime forty years 
In the penitentiary. 


Raises Tax on Freight Lines 
The senate passed Hie Rosenwald 
bill raising the rate of tax on the 
gross earnings on freight lines. 
The 
house bill fixed the rate at 8 per cent, 
or twice the present tax. 
The senate 
amended the rate, making it 
per 
cent. 
This is one of the most impor­ 
tant bills that was passed by the leg­ 
islature affecting the railroads. 
Without 
discussion 
the 
senators 
passed the house bill levying a special 
tax on wheat and other grain stored 
In elevators. 
The tax is one-fourth of a mill a 
bushel on all wheat and flax, and one- 
eighth of a mill on all other grain. 
This tax shall be levied and paid as 
other personal property taxes. 
Lumber companies against whom 
Judgments have been rendered for tim ­ 
ber trespass and who seek to have 
the judgment lowered or set aside by 
a court of equity will not gain such a 
favor.

Another twist was taken in the al­ 
ready tangled waterworks condition in 
Brainerd yesterday when a summons, 
complaint and lis pendens were served 
1 in an action asking for the foreclosure 
of the first mortgage on the plant of 
the Minnesota Waterworks company 
and the appointment of a receiver for 
, the property. 
The complaint was brought by How, 
Butler & Mitchell, of St. Paul, attor­ 
neys for the Central Trust Company, 
the trustees of the first mortgage bonds 
issued by the old Brainerd Water com­ 
pany. 
The defendants in the case are 
the Continental Trust Company of New 
York, the N»*w York Trust Company, 
the City of Brainerd 
the County of 
('row Wing, the Brainerd Water Com 
pany and the Minnesota Waterworks 
company. 
The 
trust companies are 
trustees for the second mortgage bards 
and the Minnesota Water Works com­ 
pany is the corporation which took 
over the plant upon the insolvency of 
the Brainerd Water company about 19 
years ago and has since conducted the 
business. 
The complaint alleges that the bond 
issue of $200,000 was due January 1, 
1907; that no part of it has been paid; 
that no provision has been made to set 
aside a fund for its payment; that the 
plant, franchise, etc., is worth sub­ 
stantially less than the amount of the 
mortgage; that the plant had deterior­ 
ated and that the present management 
was permitting it to deteriorate, and 
asked that the mortgage be foreclosed 
•ind the plant and real estate sold in a 
body without redemption, and that a 
receiver be immediately appointed to 
take charge of the plant i nd the reve­ 
nues thereof. 
The papers were served and filed 
yesterday and the day for the return 
will be May 10th. 
It is the general be­ 
lief at that time that Judge McClena- 
han will grant the petition for a re­ 
ceiver. 
The city council had ordered the city 
attorney and special attorney to com­ 
mence condemnation for the acquire­ 
ment of the plant, but it is the opinion 
of the city attorney that th's move 
will put a stop to the proceedings for 
the present.

The National Fraternal Con­ 
gress table of rates gives, for that age, 
a rate of $1.49 per month; or $17.88 per 
year. 
This rate is declared by the 
leading insurance actuaries of Am enca 
and by the laws of some fifteen states, 
including the state of Minnesota, to be 
a safe minimum “ level rate” for whole 
life insurance. 
That is to say it is a 
rate below which no society can con­ 
duct a whole life insurance business to 
a successful termination, 
It is a “net 
mortality rate” and contains no pro­ 
vision for the expenses of the society
